South Porlland Immediately 
Begins To Fill and Life 
Boals Are Lowered 


TWENTY-NINE PERSONS 
GLAIMED BY THE OCEAN 


_—— 


Only Seven Out of the Thirty-six 
Persons on Board Escape with 
Their Lives—The Only Wo- 
man Passenger on Board 
Was Drowned. 


Marshfield, Oreg., October 20.—In a 
blinding fog the steamer South Portland, 
bound for San Francisco from Portland, 
With a cargo of wheat and carrying 3& 
crew of twenty men and fourteen passen- 
gers, struck Cape Blanco reef, while 
steaming at the rate of 7 knots at 5 
o'clock last evening. The South Portland 
immediately began to fill with water. 

The captain, seeing that all hopes of 
saving his ship were gone, gave orders 
to man the life raft with all possible 
haste. Two boats and the life raft were 
lowered. One. boat, containing the cap- 
tain and seventeen souls, capsized as they 
were getting away from the sinking 
steamer, and only seven of the eighteen 
were able to get into the boat again, 

The other boat also capsized’ and wasé 
seen drifting away in the thick fog, with- 
‘out a person in sight. The survivors of 
the ill-fated steamer reached Port Carn- 
ford last evening in a pitiable condition 
from exposure the cold wind and 
waves. They have little hopes for the 
remainder of the passengers and crew.

TWO UNIONS TO AMALGAMATE. 


Garment Workers and the Journey- 

men Tailors Agree. 
Washington, October 20.—The 
Garment Workers of America and the 
Journeymen Tailors of America have 
reached an agreement for defining the 
jurisdiction of the two bodies and for 
the creation of a committee looking to 
the amalgamation of these bodies, to com- 
prise all clothing workers in the United 
States. 

This consolidation which the parties to 
the agreement expect to effect within a 
year, will bring in approximately 100,000 
men, the membership of the United Gar- 
ment Workers now embracing 60.000, 
and of the Journeymen Tailors’ Union 
40,000. The agreement is signed by Hen- 
ry White, of New York, general Secre- 
tary of the United Garment Workers; 
Robert Noren, of Chicago, representing 
the same organization; John B. Lennon, 
of Bloomington, Ills., general secretary 
of the oJurneymen Tailors of America, 
and William Hartman, of Chicago, and 
T F. Duhigg, of Decatur, llls., also of 
the Journeyman Tailors. 

The Journeymen Tailors’ organization 
covers the custom tailoring branch and 
the United Garment Workers, the ready- 
made branch of the trade.

Why Cubans Want Reciprocity. 

New York, October 20.—United States 
Consu] Steinhart, ar- 
rived here With the idea in view of in- 
teresting business men in the Cuban re- 


ciprocity treaty. 

“It ig earnestly to be hoped that the 
treaty will pass,’’ Mr. Steinhart said. 

“Considering the proximity of the two 
countries and the advantage of lower 
freight rates, the United States should be 
able to compete successfully with Euro- 
pean manufacturers and merchants, even 
if we left out of the reckoning-the su- 
perior sagacity of the Americans. 

“The Cubans desire the adoption of 
the treaty as it will insure to them a 
market for tne next five years, and they 
are confident that at the expiration of 
this period the relations of the two coun- 
tries wil] be so closely cemented that the 
renewal of the treaty will be easily ef- 
fected, because it will be to the manifest 
interést of both countries. 

“Cuba {is now importing from us at 
the rate of $30,000,000 a year and | 
confidently believe that Within six months 
after the passage of the treaty the total 
will be doubled. Most of the increase 
will be in cotton goods and in rice. With 
prices declining in the United States it 
should quickly regain the Cuban market 
and sel] much more to the island than 
ever before.”

DOWIE 1S DESCRIBED 
AS A “ZION SUINKPOT” 


Parkhurst Says That the LDehavior 
of the Prophet on Platform Was 
Nothing Short of Blasphemy. 
Prophet’s Wife Is Going 

to Europe. 


New York, October 20.—Dr. Dowle, ar- 
rayed in evening clothes, talked for two 
hours tonight before a great throng in 
Madison Square Garden, the burden of 
his talk being denunciation of the clergy 
and the press. 

When he began the garden was crowd- 
ed, and the police say six thousand peo- 
ple who could not gain entrance’ were 
turned away. In half an hour, however, 
the crowd began to surge out, and then 
the police refused to admit any late com- 
ers, saying they feared a riot. 

It was with some difficulty that any 
semblance of order was kept. The speak- 
er was repeatedly interrupted with hisses 
and shouts of disapproval. At One point 
Dowie ordered the police to arrest two 
men in different parts of the building, 
who had interrupted him. 

Carrie Nation on Hand. 

Carrie Nation, who occupied a seat near 
the front, asked ‘“‘Elijah’’ to answer some 
questions. He refused and ordered her 
to sit down. Dowie then praised the 
spirit in which Mrs. Nation had warred 
on the saloon, but said she used strong 
methods. Mrs. Nation again demanded 
the privilege of asking questions. 

At onee the Zion guards surrounded 
her and, with the aid of several police- 
men, ejected her. 

At this several hundred persons at the 
back of the garden made a rush to get 
out. The entrance was blocked in a mo- 
ment, and Dowie, shouting that the way 
had been blocked by the crowd outside, 
brought there for the purpose of cre- 
ating a disturbance, ordered the Zionists 
to keep their places. He then requested 
the audience to be seated, and, after hav- 
ing the side exits opened, he dtrected the 
audience to rise in sections and go out 
at the sides.

“This problem which, to thoughtful and 
conscientious men is a grave one, the 
trust company, in its legal capacity as 
administrator, executor, or guardian or 
trustee, is established to sOlve. Enjoy- 
ing the perpetuity, it is not subject te 


the vicissitudes of death. Controlled »y | 


the limitation and provisions of its char- 
ter, it is Kept by the strong hand of the 
law within 
operations. Presumably managed by a 
competent board of directors, the bene- 
ficiaries of the trust have the advan- 
tage of the collective wisdom of the ex- 
perienced man, and in financial matters, 
‘in a multitude of experienced counsgel- 
lors there is safety.’ Inspected by inde- 
pendent officers of the state, any wrong 
doing by the officers of a trust company 
cannot long remain undiscovered. Pos- 
sessed of ample capital, the beneficiary is 
against loss through é6rrors 
dishonesty. Moreover, the 
trust company, in managing many es- 
tates, can do so with an economy not 
possible to individual trustees. 

“lI submit, therefore, that the burdens 


if due regard were had to the advantages 
offered by the trust company. 

“This brings me to a closer considera- 
tion of what the trust company should 
be in its character, capital and methods 
of business, to enable it to discharge 
with zea! and fidelity the high duties |m- 


| posed upon it in its fiduciary capacity as 


trustee. Its capita] should be adequate 
to its responsibilities, Its officers and di- 
rectors should be men of experience and 
with a single mind devoted to the insti- 
tution they serve. Its corporate work, 
whether exclusively relating to its trust 
business or not, should be of a dignified 
character and free from hazard. Around 
the trust company should further be 
thrown the safeguards of wise legisla- 
tion. In some of the older states, ade- 
quate provision in this respect has been 
made, and these beneficent laws could 
profitably be adopted by the states less 
fortunate. 

“The legislature may well give careful 
consideration to this important function 
of financia] corporations. It is true the 
trust company is comparatively a new- 
comer. The first of such institutions 
began business in the United State” but 
little more than fifty years ago. The 
record of that half century is, however, 
upon the whole, an honorable one, and 
the extent of its services in the manage- 
ment of property is but imperfectly un- 
derstood by those most requiring its spe- 
cial facilities. 

“Tl am firmly of opinion, therefore, that 
the growing value of such companies in 
the special work to which I have al- 
luded should be made known to that class 
which we may justly hope is becoming 
numerically greater, to whom the problem 
of the proper management and ultimate 
disposition of their property presents it- 
self as the peculiar problem of the rich.,’’

Adjoining the factory was the Armour 
Packing Company, and near by are the 
Central railway cotton sheds, and the 
Felton and Massee lumber mills. 

There was a scarcety of water and at 
one time it looked as though the entire 
block was doomed. It was just 8 o'clock, 
and within short time great crowds had 
gathered in that section to watch the 
bright conflagration. Chief Jones and 
his firemen gave themselves to the work 
in hand and by hard efforts succeeded in 
confining the fire to the one building 
which was badly damaged, the walls only 
being any account of all the fire did not 
consume. 

The Brown Company carried an insu- 
rance of $25,000.

Dr. Moxom Preaches on Lynch- 
ing of Negro Professor 


He Says That the Advance of the 
Negro Seems To Increase the 
Antipathy to Him—Declares 
That the Race Problem 
Is National. 


Cleveland, Ohio, October 20.—The ses- 
sions of the fifty-seventh annual meet- 
ing of the American Missionary Associa- 
tion began here today, President Wash- 
ington Gladdon, D.D., of Columbus, Ohio, 
presiding. There were four addresses of 
welcome in behalf of the churches and 
citizens of Cleveland and. of Ohio, to 
which President Gladden: responded. 

The report of the treasurer showed that 
the Daniel Hand income, account for the 
education of colored people in the south 
for the year was $66,139, and a balance 
on hand and appropriated of $6,369. 

The principal feature of this evening’s 
session was the sermon by Rev. P. §. 
Moxom, D.D., of Springfield, Mass., who 
spoke on “Our Problem With the Negro 
in America,’’ Romans xv, |. He made 
the recent murder of Professor Planving, 
of the Pointe Coupee Industrial and High 
schoo] in Louisiana; the immediate oc- 
casion of his theme, He said that the 
rise of the negro has seemed to stimulate 
the antipathy to him. 

No scheme of wholesale emigration, 
said Dr. Moxom, is practicable. A gen- 
eral deportation of the blacks, even if 
it were possible, would paralyze the in- 
dustries of the southern states and de- 
stroy their growing material prosperity. 
There is a great multitude of whites that 
need education and Christianizing. 

The evil of the negro problem does 
not belong to the south alone, he said, 
but it amects ail the country.

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WALTHOUR BEATEN 
BY TEN HORSES 


Champion Rider Had All the 
Worst of It 


Horses Had Inside of Track and 
Every Advantage—Big Crowd 
Was Present on Walthour 
Day—Atianta Day Is 
Thursday. 


Yesterday was Walthour day at the 
Southern Interstate fair at Piedmont 
park, and the attendance showed by far

Spike Weber then mounted the bad 
actor and the race was started over 
again. In the breaks the horses took 
much the best of it in the relays, and 
as Walthour behind his pacer took the 
outside of the track, it meant riding 
about five-eighths of a mile more than 
was required of the horses having the 
rai] position. Then there were two or 
three runaways, which resulted in the 
horses getting on the hard-beaten path 
of the bicycle rider and cutting it up in 
a way that made fast time impossible. 
»The fastest mile made by the horses 
was 1:5! flat by Bdna Lou, with Sin- 
clair up. The fastest mile made by the 
bievecle rider was 1:49 I-&%. 

There was considerable doing in the 
betting ring, where the bookmakers were 
laying odds of 4 to ! and . § 
to 1 in favor: of Waitheur. And 
while the Atlanta people backed 
th® local favorite the country  peo- 
ple from all parts of Georgia went 
after the horse end of the proposition 
and won considerafle money.

The game Saturday should beta neck 
and neck struggle, first one eleven ahead 
and then the other, and the final result 
a close score. In a football game, how- 
ever, it is an impossibility to’ foretell 
the score in any game or to prophesy ac- 
curately which college will win. 

Judging from comparative scares, the 
odds are in favor of Georgia, but judg- 
ing from the number of games won 
and lost Tech should be the victor. The 
first game in which Georgia participat-

There were hundreds of spectators 
present in the court room duging the 
trial and when the case was _ galled, 
ghortly after 9 o'clock, there was scarce- 
jy room to stand within the bar or at 
the railing surrounding it. 

A motion for a continuance was made 
by Attorney Crane at the opening of the 
case, but the continuance was denied 
and the lawyers proceeded to draw the 
jury, selecting the following: 

A. L. Guthman, Robert H. Jones, T. 
G. Roberts, T. W. Winburn, J. B. Whit- 
man, S. R. Hay, J. M. DeFoor, G. W. 
Goodman, D. W. Connally, E. J. Perker- 
gon, M. A. Byers, and Y. A. Gresham. 

As evidence to be offered to the jury 
were the bloody coat -of the dead officer, 
ghowing where the murderous blade of 
the knife had penetrated and with this 
the two big knives which belonged to 
John Harris, the murderer. 

J. E. Boyd, a negro who lives at Fort 
McPherson, and Abe Shurman, proprietor 
of the saloon in which the officer was 
stabbed, both described the assault made 
by the negro with the knife. This was 
described. as a wheeling about face to 
face with the victim gnd then lifting 
high the knife and plunging it into the 
breast of the policeman twice. 

Margaret Rowe, a negro woman, who 
uves in the rear of 32 Rawson stre>t, 

stiied that she saw Officer Drasbach 
proach John Harris a half hour bhe- 
fore the stabbing and tell him that un- 
jess he moved away from the corner 
where he was standing he would be ar- 
Fested. Harris, she said, when the of- 
ficer walked op, remarked that if ‘“‘the 
police tried to arrest him one of us will 
Go to hell tonight.”’ 

Policeman Rogser described the search 
for Harris and his leap from the swift 
moving car near East Point. Officer 
Joe Johnson, of Abbeville, S. C., told 
how Harris was arrested and of his 
confession. 

Chief Ball was present in the ,court 
foom, sitting with Solicitor General Hill 
and Attorney J. D. Kilpatrick, who con- 
ducted the prosecution. The chief did 
Bot testify, however. 

Harris Makes Statement. 

Several other witnesses testified to cir- 
cumstances surrounding the murder and 
then the state closed its case and John 
Harris, the defendant, took the stand to 
Make his statement. He said: 

“I'm here before you and I killed that 
man. I don't deny being guilty. This 
is how it started: A negro driving a 
Wagon ran over my foot and we quar- 
Teiled. Then I went into the saloon with 
my brother to get away from him, but 
he followed and we were talking in there 
when I saw him move away. He had put 
his hand at his pocket like he was going 
to get out a pistol and 1 had pulled out 
my knife and opened it. Then I heard 
Some one step up behind me and I 
Feached around ayd cut him. I thought 
dt was the man coming up to hit me, 
@nd if 1 stabbed more than once I don’t 
know it. I didn't intend to kill anybody.” 
The defense introduced no evidence and 

ythe arguments were begun. Attorney

SEARCHED FOR

Lucy McPherson and May Pepper, two 
girls about !I5 years of age, ran away 
yesterday afternoon from the Home for 
the Friendless and the police are now 
searching for them. Up to last night, 
howevér. no clew had been obtained and 
no information received regarding the 
whereabouts of the missing girls.

Austrian Nobleman Tells of 
Trials With Marriage Brokers, 


He Married an American Girl and 
Right After the Wedding the 
Sharks Began ‘lo Bleed Him.

Berlin, October 20.—Count Von Larisch 
Moennitch, an Austrian nobleman, 1n ¢tes- 
tifying today against the syndicate of 
money lenders who are accused of at- 
tempted exfortion, sald that immediately 
after his wedding at Buffalo with Miss 
Mary. Hatterticia@; of Titusville, Pa., in 
June, 1901, a New York bank sent him 
a draft tor 860,000, ‘forwarded by the 
syndicate, which he refused to pay. This, 
the count continued, was the beginning 
of pergecition by thé gmoney lenders’ 
group, which was compéased of four mer- 
chants and six mortgage agents, of whom 
Ernst Rosensteil and Ludwig Ziefer were 
directors of a savings bank. ‘This draft 
was based on one of the several notes 
Which the count gigned in 1900, aggre- 
gating $260,000, payable ‘on the condition 
that he inerried one of three young 
eduntesses Von Faber, of Nuremburg 
(d@vughters cf Baron Von Faber, the 
famous pencil manufacturer, each re- 
puted to lave a dowry of $20,000,000). 

The judge, in beginning the case yes- 
terday, sajd he hoped the names of the 
three eountesses, who were wholly in- 
necent of any connection with the per- 
eans involved in the proceeding, woeuld 
not be ured carelessly. 

The count had dealings with money 
lenders for some time. His father paid 
them 640,000 and Count Von  Larisch 
Moennich borrowed other sums. Then, 
in exchange for a few hundred marks, he 
gave tie money lenfers notes and went 
to Wiesbaden, to court one of the Faber 
girls. They discouraged his advances, 
and later, at bis own expense, the count 
went to America, and eventually mar- 
ried Miss Hatterfield.

What the Gymnast Does When He 
Tumbles from a. High Place. 


(From The New York Swn.) 

“The story that a man fell 200 feet the 
other day and didn’t hurt himself is amus- 
ing,’ said the director of a gymnasium, 
“but, cutting all fgolishness out, there 
was more than a grain of truth in it. 
What I mean is that a man who knows 
how to fall can fall a considerable dis- 
tance without getting anything more than 
a brufsé or two. 

“The trouble is that the average man 
doesn’t know anything about falling 
easily. Now, one of the first things that a 
gyinnast or one who performs anywhere 
above the ground must learn is just how 
to avoid serious injury in’ falls. Nearly 
every gymnast tumbles sooner or later, 


but, if you will think it over, the num- | 


ber of professional and amateur perform 
ers hurt in a yéar is comparatively small. 
The reason for that is that they have 
learned how to protest themselves when 
the fall does come

Episcopalian Prelates Meet in 
Pan-American Session, 


Steps Taken as to Transfer of Clergy- 
men from One National Church 
to Another for Protection 
from Unworthy Min- 
isters. 


Washington, October 20.—Fifty-five 
bishops of the Protestant Episcopal 
church in the United States and of the 
Church of England in Canada and the 
West Indies are attending the pan- 
American conference of bishops which 
began here today at the pro-cathedral, At 
the close of fhe morning service the 
bishops assembled in the crypt of the 
church for the organization of the con- 
ference. A business session was held in 
the afternoon also. Both sessions were 
executive. Right Rev. Henry Yates Sat- 
terlee, bishop of Washington, received the 
bishops at the see house tonight. 

At the of the afternoon session 
this statement was given to the Asso- 
ciated Press by Right Rev. A. V. A. 
Hall, bishop of Vermont, and Right Rev. 
Joseph Blount Cheshire, bishop of North 
Carolina, after it had been approved by 
the conference: “The meeting of bishops 
holding office in the United States, in 
Canada and in the West Indies is for the 
purpose of conference between the bish- 
ops on matters especially affecting the 
work of the church in the western hem- 
isphere. The conference is not for the 
purpese of legislation. The meetings are 
private, and only such matters wiil De 
given out for publication as the con- 
ference may authorize. This afternoon 
the subjeet for consideration was the 
relation of the several branches of the 
Anglican communion in America to one 
another. Substitutions were made as to 
che transfer of clergymen from one Nna- 
ional church to another with a view 
to the better maintenance of discipline 
and the protection from unworthy min- 
isters.”’ 

A lively discussion occurred at the ai- 
ternoon session as to whether the pro-

would bring them something very sacred, 
and it would strengthen their medicine 
and add to their happiness. The medicine 
men then appointed a day and waited. 
When the last stick was thrown away 
each wended his way to the top of the 
mountain. They waited long and well. 
When the sun became low in the west a 
great snake came from the west and 
darkened the country around about the 
mountain. The medicine men were 
frightened, but stood their ground. Then 
came claps of thunder and -flashes of 
lightning that almost blinded the old 
men. Then a dark cloud appeared, and 
all at once there appeared out 
of the fork cloud a bundle, 
which was handed to the old men. The 
hands holding the bundle were all that 
could be seen. and resembled the hands 
of the old medicine man who had died.

Jackson, Miss., October 20.—(Special.)— 
Hion. R. H. Henry, state commissioner 
for the St. Louis fair, and Chancellor 
R. B. Fulton, of the State university at 
Oxford, have returned from a trip to 
Washington city where they went 
the purpose of interesting the geOlogical 
and forestry departments and securing 
their cooperation in examination of 
the mineral resources of Mississippi. 

The idea is to have the department 
send experts to the state and examine 
the soil and collect specimens for plac- 
ing in the exhibit te be made at the Bt. 
Louis expOsition. The re- 
quested was promised, and soon the gov- 
ernment wi!] have three expert geologists 
in the state, exanyvining the clays, 
another the cement mazerial and the 
third the mineral proper, rock, ore, mar- 
ble, lignite, coal, gravel, ete.

NEW TREATY 


WITH CANADA 


Detroit Board of Commerce 
Favors Reciprocity With 
Neighbors. 


Detroit, Mich., October 20.—The De- 
commerce, at a general 
meeting today, adopted a resolution fa- 
voring Canadian reciprocity and urging 
the immediate reconvening of the joint 
high commission for the purpose of ne- 
gotiating a new reciprocity treaty with 
Canada. The resolution points out the 
geographical and racial reasons which, 
it is declared, make it clear that the most 
intimate trade relations would be mu- 
tually advantageous, and says: ‘The dis- 
appointment of the Canadian people at 
the failure of the British government to 
grant reciprocal advantages correspond- 
ing with their own preferential tariff, and 
the purpose of the Canadlan government 
to take the initiative in reconvening the 
joint high commission, combine to make 
this an opportune time for entering anew 
upon negotiations looking to reciprocal 
trade agreements; while the growing in- 
dependence of Canadian industries, the 
possible adoptian of a system of prefer- 
entia] tariffs applicable to all British col- 
onies and dependencies, and the move- 
ment for raising the dominion tariffs, 
especially upon our manufactured goods, 
in case a reciprocity treaty is not nego- 
tiated, all give warning of the danger of 
delay.”

Agency Evil. 

Hartford, Conn.; October 20.—In open-

From Mount 
Fairweather the line passes north on high 
peaks along the mountains indicated on 
the map by Mounts Pinta, Ruhama and 
Vancouver to Mount St. Elias. 

Special Opinions Submitted. 

Special opinions were submitted on the 
second and fifth questions by Lord Alver.- 
stone, Secretary Root and Senators Tur- 
ner and Lodge, which will form part or 
the record, and in which the reasons for 
their conclusions are explained, 

As the Associated Press has been offi- 
ciaily informed that Lord Alverstone and 
the American commissioners rely upon 
these opinions to answer criticisms of the 
Canadian members of the tribunal, these 
opinions assume more than a legal and 
technical interest.

Washington, October 20.—At the meet-

the president and to his fellow-cabinet 
members the decision of the commission, 
as stated in the official dispatches to the 
state department.

So confident were the president and 
the members of his cabinet in the Jjust- 
ness of their contention regarding the 
Alaskan boundary that they were per- 
fectly willing to refer the matter to any 
properly constituted commission for final 
decision. The award made by the tri- 
bunal which has just completed its work 
is believed fully to justify the confidence 
of the administration in the correctness 
of the American claims.

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Great Power of Radium. 


(London Correspondence New York Her- 
aia.) 

One of the most interesting lectures 
delivered at the meeting of the British As- 
sociation. now being held at Southport, 
was by Vernon Boys, president of the 
mathematics and physics section, rela- 
tive to radium. Mr. Boys suggested a 
connection between radic activity, as now 
observed, and the stock marvel] of the 
comet and its tail. 

What is a comet and of what does its 
tail consist? asked Mr. Boys. It was im- 
possible not to be struck by the similarity 
of the language used in describing com- 
ets and that used in any paper written on 
radium. He Knew that mere superficial 
similarity was worth very little, if any- 
thing. but for centuries the sky had 
shown us phenomena still not entirely 
understood, and inability to remove 


the idea of any connection without fur- 
ther thought. 

Mr. Boys thought that the term “mys- 
tery of radium” was inadequate. ‘™Mir- 
acle or radium” was the Only expression 
that could be employed. “The discov- 


ery,” he said, “of what seems to be an 
everlasting production of heat in an easi- 
ly measurable quantity by a minute 
amount of radium compound ig so amaz- 
ing that, even now that many of us have 
had the opportunity of seeing with our 
own eyes a heated thermometer, we 
hardly are able to believe what we see. 
This, which can barely be distinguished 
from the discovery of perpetual motion 
—which it is an axiom Of science to call

Radium in some respects, he said, be- 
haved in a manner contrary to that of all 
proper chemical thorium or _ uranium, 
which acted in the same kind of way as 
did radium, but with far less vigor, and 
wowld last a million years, before there 
was nothing, left, or at least before they 
were worn out, while radium, preferring 
a short Hfe and a merry one, could not 
expect to exist for more than a few thou- 
sand years. In that time one gram of 
radium would evolve one thousand mil- 
lion heat units, sufficient, if convérted 
into work, to raise 500 tons a mile high, 
whereas a gram of hydrogen, our best 
fuel, burned in oxygen only 34,000 heat 
units, or one-thirty-thousandth part og 
the output of radium.
